The May 10, 1973, statement was requested by me and done by Ooug Robol (then the 
district executive for the district). The May 13, 1978, interview was conducted 
by Larry Bredahl (then the executive director of Kirk-Cone Rehabilitation Center), 
the sponsor of Troop 472. No action was taken by Larry Bredahl, Kirk-Cone or the 
Tidewater Council . 

The next awareness we had was on April 3, 1984, that Art Humphries was being 
investigated by the city of Chesapeake Social Service, and the Chesapeake Police 
Department. He was then arrested May 23, 1984. 

Keith Gardner was arrested on June 1, 1984, apparently his arrest is related to the 
Art Humphries case. 

The article regarding Edward C. Chambers is for information only and is apparently 
not related to either Humphries or Gardner cases; however, the article mentions 
Detective J.L. Rouston who is the detective investigating Humphries and Gardner. 

Attached also are the news articles referring to the settlement several Eastern 
Shore (Virginia) youths who were molested by a school bus driver.
